In the September 12, 2005 Amendment, Applicant indicated the status of 
prosecution claim 24 (issued claim 7) as previously presented but erroneously 
duplicated the text of prosecution claim 23 [issued claim 6] in prosecution claim 24. 
Thus, issued claims 6 and 7 are identical. This was a typographical error by the 
Applicant.
